HORRORS OF THE GERMAN INQUISITION REVEALED 


A Frightful Account Is Given of the So-called Judicial Methods] ion with 


Of the Germans in Dealing With the Persecuted Inhabitants 
Of Stricken Belgium 


An Intervfew was had by a re- 
Foran ain of Reuter’s Agency in 
.ondon with a Belgian gentleman of 
high social ‘position, who succeeded 
in cscaping from Belgium, knowing

He gives a terrible account of the 


Germans’ so-called judicial methods, 
which have produced a veritable

“In a vague way,” he said, “the 
world knows something of German 
tuilitary tribunals; but I doubt if it 
is realized that something like one 
thousand citizens are condemned ev-| 
ery month for patriotic offences. Dur- 
ing the three months preceding Janu- 
ary last, forty-two death sentences 
were inflicted in one court alone. 

“Nobody who has not gone through 
ft can realize the extent of terror 
which prevails, owing to the methods 
employed by the German secret po- 
lice, and for obvious reasons very 
few people are able to give any pre- 
cise particulars. 

“A German sergeant was ordered! 
to arrest ‘Francs-Tireurs’ in the] 
early days of the war, but as he was | 
unable to find any, and not daring to 
present himself before his chief! 
empty-handed, he simply arrested} 
the first unofiending peasants he met 
on the road. This sort of thing now 
happens daily in the campaign of 
persecution directed against the patri- 
ols.

War, that for long years has filled 


Englishmen’s minds with fear of in- ENGLISH-SPEAKING NATIO 


vasion if a tunnel were to be built 
under the English channel, strange 
ly enough has pointed the very wis- 


dom of the great undertaking. if 
there had been a tunnel under the 
English channel during this war, 
Great Britain would have been re- 


lieved of the task of conveying to and 
fro, from Frnace the transports and 
hospital ships which convey men and 
munitions and wounded Jand sick to 
and from the battlefields of France. 
The allies could laugh at threatening 
submarines in those waters. All these 
things the Englishman sees today, 
and it is more than likely that one of 
the first great after-ihe-war engineer- 
ing feats that will be undertaken will 
be the construction of the English 
channel tunnel. 

At a recent meeting of the Royal 
Geographical society in London, Sir 
Francis Fox explained that owing to 


the necessity of keeping the tunnel 
well within the thickness of the 
grey chalk that is characteristic of 


the southern limits of Ingland, there 
would be a slight curve. The maxi- 
mum depth of water over the chan- 
nel would be from 160 to 180 feet, 
and the roof of chalk over the struc- 


ture has been fixed at a minimum 
of 100 feet. 

The tunnel would consist of two 
tubes of 18 feet diameter, All the 


work would be done by electrically- 
driven machinery, and excavation 
and other operations would be car- 
ried on simultancously at many 
points, and a record speed would be 
reached. The tunnel could be work- 
ed and ventilated and pumped by 
electricity from a Kent power-station 
ten miles inland. 

The tunnel would have a dip in the 
level of the rails forming a water 
lock by which the tunnel could, in 
case of emergency, be filled with wat- 
er from floor to roof for the length 
of a mile. This would be under con- 
trol of Dover Castle, and the entrance 
and exit of both tunnels would be un- 
der the gun-fire of the Dover forts.

Salvaging 


Soldiers at Verdun Wax Opulent 
Picking Up Guns Under 
Heavy Shell Fire 


Early this year French troops 
were short of rifles. Many had been 
worn out in service and many had 
been captured by the enemy in the 
battles of Charleroi, the retreat in 
Belgium, the battle of the Marne and 
along the Yser, 

In the effort to make up for the 
lack of rifles by repairing French and 
German rifles left on the battlefield 
1 franc (19 cents) was promised to 
the troops for every rifle deposited 
in the division headquarters. This re- 
ward brought a strange and unex- 
pected result. 

At Verdun, after the French ad- 
vance, the ground churned up by the 
projectiles contained quantities of 
rifles in all conditions. Immediately 
the soldiers heard of the reward they 
swarmed over the hills and ravines 
and in spite of the enemy’s_ shells 
collected every stock and _ barrel. 
Soon muddy soldiers were coming 
from all directions, staggering under 
backloads of equally muddy rifles. 
Some had five or six rifles, others as 
many as fifteen. Ina few days, how- 
ever, the battleficld was pretty well 
cleaned. Rifles became scarce. But 
the soldiers had acquired the habit; 
they kept finding rifles in the most 
unheard of places, and after a walk 
of several kilometers they deposited 
their find at division headquarters, 
receiving in exchange the coveted 
franc for each. 

Money easily earned quickly flies. 
So when a group of soldiers came 
along shouting boisterously and more 
or less under the influence of “pin- 
ard” their comrades said: “Here come 
some rifle sellers!” 

Finally, rifles became scarce and 
began to disappear under the very 
noses of their owners. Even the first 
line trenches were not sacred to the 
“shopping parties.” Of course, the 
soldier who had his rifle stolen had 
to go shopping likewise, for he did- 
n’t dare be without a rifle. “Shop- 
ping” is the recognized way of keep- 
ing one’s equipment complete. Every 
one does it; it is the rule in this tur- 
bulent place, where everyone is de- 
pendent upon himself, yet also so de- 
pendent upon his neighbor. 

One company at inspection report- 
ed ten rifles stolen. Things came to 
such a pass that a soldicr could not 
stir a foot without his rifle; nor would 
he leave it and his best friend alone 
in a dugout. The “poilu” and _ his 
rifle became inseparable. 

Machine guns were added to the 
prize list, with a reward of seven 
days’ leave, and what would not a 
soldier do for permission to be home 
seven days! Then trouble really be- 
gan. Some machine guns were found 
in the shell holes, but this source of 
supply soon gave out. Adventurous 
spirits turned their attention to the 
reserves, and even to the guns mount- 
ed in the rear defences. After two 
or three days in a water filled shell 
hole, the newest and best kept gun 
looked battle scared and ready for 
the repair shop. 

A rigid inspection has now made 
“gun shopping” less profitable to the 
overzealous, 

In August, 1914, the French pos- 
sessed 3,484,000 repeating rifles as fol- 
lows: 1886 model 2,880,000; cavalry 
carbines 220,000 and artillery tifles 
384,000, About Nov. 1, 1914, it was 
decided to discontinue the construc- 
tion of the 1886 model and gradually 
to replace the equipment with the 
1907 model. By Nov. 15 it was seen 
that rifles would be needed before 
the 1907 model could be manufactur- 
ed, the losses at this time totalling 
about 500,000, To hurry matters it 
was decided to transform the supply 
of 1874 model single shot rifles, thus 
avoiding the necessity of making a 
stock, a breech and part of a maga- 
zine. A new barrel would be requir- 
ed, so as to use the new model D 
cartridge. Neither the state nor pri- 
vate manufacturers could make the 
necessary changes in the time re- 

uired, so this project fell through, 

he manufacture of the 1907 model 
was then taken up, 45,000 per month 
being produced during the latter part 
of 1915, From 80,000 to 85,000 per 
month were repaired, thus placing 
about 125,000 rifles a month at the 
disposition of the army. In August, 
1916, there were in reserve 200,000 
repeating rifles. The  territorials 
guarding the railroads were armed 
with the 1874 single shot model. A 
new twenty-five shot per minute, de- 
teachable magazine rifle afforded fur- 
ther economy in rifle production,

held under the presidency of the min- 
ister of the interior and all problems 
connected with the matter of public 
feeding were thoroughly discussed. 

The conferees formulated regula-

were reached after a complete sur- 
vey of existing conditions,

German Spy System 


German Spy Disguised as Maid 
Found in Home of President 
of a U.S. Steel Factory. 


After the war is ended the material 
collected by the secret service agents 
of the governmnt will be available for 
editing and publication, and it will 
tell as exciting and romantic a story 
of detective work as any that has 
been written by the masters of de- 
tective fiction. Not until this mat- 
erial is published will the public have 
good understanding of the magnitude 
of the work performed by the secret 
service, as well as the successes which 
its agents have achieved. 


It is due to information possesed 
by the administration and perhaps by 
tome members of congress that the 
drastic espionage measure was draft- 
ed. For it came to the knowledge of 
the administration that the ramifica- 
tions of the secret organizations 
which Germany has established in 
the United States were far-reaching, 
of great detail and perfected with 
wonderful skill. It became necessary 
to match the secret and underground 
work done or plotted by this organl- 
zation with work committed to the 
secret service chiefly, although the 
police of the United States were fre- 
quently called into co-operation. 
Had this secret work, which had for 
its ptrpose the embarrassment of 
the allies, and, so far as possible, the 
cutting off of their supplies from the 
United Statés not been checked Eng- 
land and France certainly would have 
found themselves at times in a very 
scrious position. 

It came to the knowledge of the 
authorities at Washington some time 
ago that Berlin was receiving accu- 
rate information which told of the 
sailing of vessels from the United 
States the cargoes of which were 
made up of certain iron and steel ap- 
Paratus upon which the allies in their 
fighting in France greatly depend. 
The plant where this apparatus is 
inanufactured is near Philadelphia. It 
is one of the great industries of the 
United States. Various attempts 
have been made by violence, or by 
fire, to do damage to this plant, and 
some injury has, in that way, been 
done. So great were the precautions 
against violence or fire that destruc- 
tion of that kind ceased. But how 
did Berlin learn of the departure of 
vessels from the United States car- 
rying certain steel and iron apparatus 
of which the allies in France were in 
great need? 

The secret service was instructed 
to ferret out if possible the manner 
by which this information was con- 
veyed to Germany and the person or 
persons who sent it. Some of the 
best of the agents were sent to the 
plant. Their scrutiny of it and of 
the employees was perfect but it fur- 
nished no clue. Neither was any cluc 
furnished by any search of the meth- 
od by which the apparatus was ship- 
ped from the plant to the steamers. 
Therefore the secret service men 
went a few days ago to the private 
home of the president of the corpor- 
ation and, having made another 
search without success, asked that 
the domestic servants be called. 

With utmost skill the servants 
were questioned and examined, and 
still no clue was furnished to the 
agents. Then they asked if all the 
domestics had appeared before them. 
In reply they were told that there 
were two who had not. One was the 
valet and the other a maid. These 
also were summoned and the valet 
was first questioned, But his inno- 
cence was apparently perfectly es- 
tablished. Then the secret service 
men turned to the maid. The mod- 
esty, the shrinking demeanor, the 
childlike manner and the apparent 
innocence of the maid would of 
themselves have been sufficient to 
persuade a detective of ordinary in- 
telligence that here also was no guilt. 

But of a sudden one of the secret 
service men stepped behind the maid 
and, with quick hand and rapid clutch 
lifted from her head a wonderfully 
made wig, and there stood before 
them, not a young woman, but a 
young man. The wig itself must 
have cost a great deal of money, be- 
cvuse it was a work of art. The bo- 
gus maid was an adept as an actor. 
‘The hands were soft, there was no 
sign of beard and the complexion 
wus fair. Moreover, until the wig 
was lifted, the eyes seemed to convey 
perfect innocence. The clue was suf- 
ficient. The spy was taken into cus- 
tody and is now in prison, And evi- 
dence furnished by this clue appears 
to implicate the bogus maid as ths 
source of information sent to Ger- 
many. 

Presumably the information sent 
to Berlin by this spy was communi- 
cated for the purpose of giving warn- 
ing to the submarines so that they 
would lay in wait for the vessels and 
sink them with their valuable car- 
goes. 

While there are likely to be occa- 
sional successes due to the work of 
epies, nevertheless it is now the be- 
lief in Washington that the system 
as a whole is almost completely de- 
moralized and that hereafter the 
United States will be substantially as 
immune from damage done by spies, 
or by information furnished by them, 
as is Great Britain. It is due to the 
work of the secret service agents 
that in the city of New York there 
have been established certain barred 
zones which Germans will be unable 
to enter unless it can be clearly 
shown that their business reasons 
for asking permits to do so are ex- 
cellent and their characters above 
suspicion. As a result, a good many 
hotels will lose patronage which they 
have formerly received from Ger- 


mans. 

If this prohibition bears hard upon 
German citizens—and it certainly 
will upon many who are worthy of 
all csteem—they will be-told if they 
complain that they must submit to 
these restrictions because Washing: 
ton, New York and the secret service 
have excellent reasons for belleving 
that the spies, unless they are re- 


strained, will make attempts to des-| qd

Timber operations within range of 
German guns very naturally has its| 
own peculiar inconveniences. Of 
course, there is always the risk of the 
mill and its workers being blown to 
atoms By shell or by ‘khombs from 
air craft. Such dangers are part of 
the ordinary business of the day in 
these parts. 

The trees with which the particu- 
lar mill is dealing have been “straf- 
ed” by the Boche intermittently for 
months past, which brings another 
problem to the workers in the mill. 
Chunks of shell are embedded in 
many of the trunks and in the course 
of months these chunks have in 
many cases become overgrown and 
difficult of detection through super- 
ficial inspection; consequently there 
is trouble when such a trunk comes 
under the saw. But, in spite of this 
and other difficulties the mill con- 
stantly turns out its thousand feet 
an hour, producing big balks for road 
mending and for the Building of dug- 
outs, lighter stuff for pit-props and 
trench revetments and timber of 
every kind which can be put to any 
use in the business of war. 

A journey of many miles into one 
of the fairest parts of France, into a 
part where the peasant even yet runs 
into the road to stare at the spectacle 
of soldiers in khaki, reveals still 
more of the Canadian foresters at 
work, They have a most interesting 
body of assistants—Boche prisoners. 
The German in the French woods 
seems happy in his lot, I watched 
a couple score of them engaged in 
“stumping.” From the manner in 
which they hauled at the tackle th@re 
Was no reason for apprehension that 
eey of them would drop from sheer 
exhaustion. They seemed tractable 
enough, thopgh, and went about the 
work with at least a show of interest. 
All were sturdy fellows, but the ma- 
jority in the prime of life, One wore 
the ribbon of the Iron Cross. 

They were all in German uniforms 
of field-grey, but the head-coverin 
was most varied. A good many ha 
the round cap of the German Titans 
try, others wore trench helmets, one 
or two had the woolen “comforter” 
cap such as was sent out to our own 
men in the winter, a few wore or- 
dinary civilian cloth caps. Here and 
there at a short distance were the 
soldiers of the guard, from English 
infantry battalions. The guard was 
not numerous. One man with a rifle 
is capable of looking after a power 
of his fellows who cannot summon 
such a weapon amongst them. 

Work was suspended punctually at 
mid-day and the company trooped off 
to dinner, It was served out hot un- 
der the trees by the prisoner-cook. 
An imperial officer accompanying us 
spoke a sentence to the man in his 
own tongue, and learned that the 

risoner was a cook by profession. 
‘I speak half a dozen Indian tongues 
but I believe it is the first time 
have tried to speak German for 17 

ears,” remarked the officer to us. 

aving duly received their portions 
in their tins the prisoners squatted in 
groups under the trees and jabbered 
away to one another volubly. I saw 
more potatoes put ayer in that pic- 
nic of Germans in a French wood 
than I had seen consumed in Lon- 


don during the previous couple of 
months. 

Another longish journey through 
most beautiful country, and I reach- 


ed a third Canadian mill. Save for 
the villagers the Canadians have the 
district pretty well to themselves, 
and here again they are rapidly let- 
ting daylight into the woods. 

In these French forests the lum- 
bermen of Canada are working among 
their own peculiar element in the 
same manner to which they are ac- 
customed at home, save that they are 
under military rule. Before the war 
is over the forestry battalions will 
have left their mark on France in a 
double sense. 


No Occasion for Optimism 


The Hardest Part of the World War 
May Be Yet to Come 

The present situation of the war 
does not warrant panic. But neither 
does it invite optimism. The hardest 
bitterest, most dangerous portion of 
the struggle is yet to come, and un- 
less the United States is prepared 
for sacrifices as great as the British 
and French people have already 
made, Germany may yet escape that 
defeat which is essential to the res- 
toration of justice and democracy in 
the world and vindication of interna: 
tional law, now threatened with per- 
manent repeal. And if Germany es- 
capes today, the danger for us to- 
morrow will be beyond present esti- 
mation.

What are the rights in this suicidal 
dispute which is paralyzing the land 
and will, if it continues, paralyze the 
nation? Government has dealt two 
blows. It has taken away labor and 
made an endeavor to fix maximum 
prices, The result has been to an- 
tagonize the whole of the farming 
interest, with the inevitable issue that 
the compulsory cheapening of food 
today will entail the utter absence of 
food, cheap or dear, at a later stage. 

The consumer, who is quite as an- 
gry with the farmer as the farmer 
with the government, will suffer lat- 
er for every enforced reduction of 
price today. 

What are we to do to straighten 
out this wranglin brawl, this trian- 
gular duel, which ft, striking a mortal 
blow at our national efficiency? 

The first duty undoubtedly belongs 
to the government. They must act, 
and at once. ‘It is open to them to 


benefit at one blow both producer 
and consumer, They have only to 
guarantee farmers a_ suitable mini- 


mum price for his products for the 
next five harvests, and not an acre 
will be left idle. 

High farming, which means heavy 
manuring for intensive crops, will 
start at once for the sake of the crops 
of next year as well as this. With 
a sure and solid prospect in front of 
them farmers would not be driven to 
the present devices of profiteering 
and tricks of evasion from maximur. 
prices, At the same time the land 
must be flooded with labor, the best 
aveilable; and a farmer with his heact 
in the business can make most effi- 
cient use of very poor material if he 
secs profit in it. 5 

Such action is owed by the nation 
to the farmer with whom it is now at 
logger-heads. . Who was wrong in 
the first place does not matter. We 
must have the food, and the ground 
must be tilled and well treated and 
the secd put in during the next two 
months. The seasons do not “wait 
and see.” 

So much for the government, What 
of the farmer and, with the farmer, 
the landowner? It is a crime, a sort 
of high treason, an offense under the 
Defence of the Realm Act, not to till 
and sow suitable ground, Those cul- 
tivators or owners who refuse to use 
their opportunitles to the full must 
be liable to compulsion of some sort. 
The nation cannot be allowed to suf- 
fer because this man or that {fs lazy 
or prefers to sulk. 

Where land is left idle, where a 
man deliberately shuts his land fac- 
tory, it should be open to local coun- 
cils to enforce its cultivation, even if 
that means temporary confiscation of 
land, of machinery, of outhouse or 
anything that is needed. There are 
plenty of head gardeners in big coun- 
try houses who would see to the 
management of any farms or private 
grounds which came under the ver- 


First deal justice to the producer, 
and give him every government as- 
sitance possible. When that is done, 
and then only, the nation has the 
right to be “stark to idlers.” Waste 
or lazy acres cannot be permitted.

Why the Automobile? 


Greater Interest in the Automobile 
Clubs Would Help to Bet- 
ter Conditions 


During the spring and summer 
there is always considerable agitation 
regarding automobile clubs and good 
roads. In practically every town and 
village in the Canadian West there is 
some local motor enthusiast, who 
fecls that the joys of motoring are 
so great, that the entire motoring 
fraternity of his community should 
be cemented into a concrete body 
called a club, whose members are 
willing to bear the trials and tribula- 
tions of every other member, and 
whose cars are receptacles into 
which may be poured the troubles of 
motoring and likewise the joys. In 
most cases this enthusiasm doesn’t 
get very far. It sprouts, it shoots 
its head above the ground, but for 
lack of suitable nourishment it dies 
away. The roots however, remain 
and sprout into life again the follow- 
aA spring. 

n automobile club in order to be 
effective, is a business institution, 
and it is gratifying to know that these 
business institutions are becoming 
more in the majority, and less in the 
minority. The purely social club for 
automobile owners is being supplant- 
ed by the service organization, The 
social clubs have become merely in- 
Stitutions for eating, golfing, and 
gossiping, the real business of doing 
things being left to the automobile 
club. 

The great trouble with the auto- 
mobile club today is the lack of in- 
dividual interest. A club is formed 
a president, a secretary and a board 
of directors are elected. In most 
cases these men are chosen because 
of their ability and popularity in their 
community, but an automobile club 
that confines its work to the election 
of officers, upon whose shoulders is 
thrust the entire work of the club, is 
not likely to get very far. The aver- 
age automobile owner in joining a 
motor club is likely to look at the 
fee he pays as more or less of a char- 
ity contribution, rather than as an 
open Sesame” to a work that will 
enable him and every other motor 
car owner in his commuity to get $5 
worth of value out of his motor car, 
where he did not get one before, 

The secret of success that has at- 
tended our great railway transporta- 
tion system today, lies in the care 
that has been exercised in the con- 
Struction of suitable road beds. The 
motor car without a suitable road to 
travel over, is merely a thing of beau- 
ty, that has very little joy in it. 

The problem of good roads is one 
that must come from the community 
itself. A-highway plan that has for 
its object the completion of a system 
of roads over any considerable dis- 
trict at one time will fail, but a high- 
way plan that builds up roads within 
the communities themselves, roads 
for which the communities are re- 
sponsible, and in which they have a 
local and financial interest is a high- 
way that will succeed. 

very member of a community has 
a deep interest in good roads. In 
fact, every member has a financial in- 
terest, but it was left to the motorist 
to discover that the good road was an 
absolute essential to a community's 
future existence. The motorists, 
however, working individually, can- 
not get very far, but working collec- 
tively he can talk long enough and 
loud enough to make himself heard. 
Going further one or two communi- 
ties in different parts of a province, 
can bring very ineffective presssure 
to bear towards securing good roads, 
but a hundred or two hundred com- 
munities, working in concert through 
the various automobile clubs, can 
Start something that will have a 
grand finish. 

When we consider that in the Can- 
adian West at the present time there 
o1e over fifty million dollars invested 
in motor cars, the item of motor car 
in:urance becomes a_ considerable 
one, and by having this insurance 
handled in the cheapest possible man- 
ner a great saving can be effccted. A 
number of years ago in Southern Cal- 
ifornia the directors of one of the 
motor clubs decided to give the mem- 
bers the benefit of reduced insurance 
cost and an inter insurance exchange 
was established as a department in 
which club members might insure 
their cars_at cost, thus effecting a 
great saving over the rates of the 
board companies. 


Health From the Hoe 


The Hard Life of the Farmer Com- 
pensated by Good Health 


Man armed with a hoe protects 
himself from the agencies of death 
more completely than man with any 
cther life defense weapon, The Unit 
ed States bureau of statistics has 
discovered that important fact by a 
study of the records of life insurance 
compares, Then, “the hard life of 
th. farmer” is longer not because it 
sitply seems longer, but because he 
lives in the midst of protective agen- 
cics, The statistics of the entire 
country show that farmers live long- 
er than all others, fifty-eight years 
bcing their average years of life, 
Bookkeepers and office assitants live 
the shortest lives, thrty-six years be- 
ing their average limit of endurance, 
Among the office workers tuberculo- 
tis is the worst enemy of life, 35 per- 
cent. of them having died of that di- 
sease. Among the farmers heart di- 
scase caused the most deaths, 16 pe. 
cent, of the total. It is one of the 
good finds of this year that the lives 
of men who till the soil are longer 
and freer from disease than any oth- 
er people. This is the great Amert- 
can farming year of all others, when 
nearly 50 per cent. of the population 
of the United States is to take some 
direct interest in producing crops 
from the soils. There is a large 
chance that the boys who go out on 
the farms and work will have a bet- 
ter foundation of health for the years 
to come.—Worcester Telegram,

Live Stock Work 


Saskatchewan Live Stock Branch to 
Assist the Farmers 


Two hundred and fifty thousan 
dojlars has hee put at the dioneaet 
of the Live Stock Branch by the pro- 
vincial government of Saskatchewan 
this year, as compared with $50,000 
for each of the last four years, for 
the purpose of buying pure bred bulls 
and milch cows to improve the grade 
of cattle in the prov ages It is the 
purpose of the government, as far ag 
rossible, to buy these animals in the 
prover as is it estimated that Sas- 
atchewan bred cattle are more yal- 
uable for breeding than the imported 
stock, owing to the necessity for the 
latter becoming acclimatized. 

The pure bred bulls are bought in 
at sales and already this year there 
have been 90 sold to farmers on easy 
terms. The number supplied up to 
date is nearly double the number ap- 
plied for last year at the same time, 
aid’as many as altogether last year. 

For the last year the Live Stock 
department has paid considerable at- 
tention to supplying dairy cows, and 
this year a number will be supplied 
to creamery districts. 

A greater effort will be made to 
prevent the home bred cows from be- 
ing exported to eastern provinces or 
across the border. In previous years 
the department has been hampered 
by the lack of funds for the supply- 
ing of animals, and many applica- 
tions have had to be refused. With 
the increased appropriation this ycar 
it is hoped to supply every one want- 
ing either dairy cows or bulls 

The department feels that buying 
the animals of Saskatchewan breed- 
ers and selling them out on easy 
terms to the Saskatchewan farmer is 
serving two purposes, It provides a 
market for the one and an _ casy 
means of acquiring or increasing a 
live stock holding Tor the other. The 
thales are usually of the Shorthorn 
or other beef breeds, as there are 
very few farmers who really go in 
for breeding the dairy cattle, When 
dairy cattle are required the farmer 
usually buys what cows he needs, but 
bieeds for beef cattle. However, 
with the increased allowance of the 
department, it is expected that it will 
be possible to retain more of tha 
breeding females. 

Vp to $750 worth is being supplied 
on payment of one-third cash, the 
balance being payable in December 
of 1918 and 1919, with interest at 6 
jer cent. Pure bred bulls are sold 
ou terms of one-half or one-quarter, 
according to their value. 


Boy Scout Notes 


Official Recognition Is Made of Boy 
Scouts Uniform 


Official recognition of the Boy 
Scouts’ uniform in Canada has been 
given through Canadian Militia gen- 
eral orders in the terms following: 

“The Boy Scouts uniform (B.P. 
hat or Sea Scout cap and Fleur-de- 
lys badge essential) is recognized as 
the uniform of a public service, non- 
military body.” 

A similar recognition was granted 
the Boy Scouts Association of Eng- 
land early in the war and the Boy 
Scouts of America have also been re- 
cognized in their active incorporation 
by the U.S. congress. 

Sir Robert Baden-Powell, Chief 
Scout of the Boy Scoufs of the Brit- 
ish Empire has sent the following 
interesting message to Mr, Colin H, 
Livingstone, president of the Na- 
Honal Council, Boy Scouts of Amer- 
ca: 

On the great historical step taken 
by the United States in coming into 
the war I feel that I must send you 
one word of greeting from the Boy 
Scouts’ -point of view, 

We are already bound to the Boy 
Scouts of America by the tie of 
brotherhood in working under the 
same laws and the same badge for 
the same ideals, and that tie is fur- 
ther strengthened by our mutual 
blood relationship and history. 

The new bond of alliance in a com- 
mon cause for justice and right will 
be yet a stronger link in our mutual 
relationship in the future. 

We have done war work over here 
in various forms behind the scenes, 
not necessarily involving the taking 
up of arms by boys under the age 
for military service, but by acting as 
watchers over railway bridges, tele- 
graph and cable lines, reservoirs, 
tewer works, ete, the lads have 
dene valuable national service. 

Also they have performed the du- 
tics of orderlies in large number for 
the war-office, admiralty, government 
and other offices and have carried out 
the coast watching service ever since 
the first outbreak of war. They have 
also supplicd trained signallers and 
ambulance men where required. 
mention thes facts in case they may 
be suggestive to you in arranging 
duties for your Scouts in their diifer- 
ent localities.

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The Useful Cocoanut | 


There Appears to Be no End of Uses 
to Which the Cocoanut 
Can Be Put 


_In the West Indies, Central and 
South America, the cocoanut is used 
chiefly for local consumption, the 
water from the green cocoanut being 
a beverage decidedly cool and re- 
freshing, with medicinal values. The 
leaves from the centre of the top of 
the tree make an excellent salad’ and 
are to be found in all Latin-American 
markets in the zones in which they 
grow. The hewn tree serves the na- 
tive for a habitation and a roof is 
made from the gigantic fronds. From 
the smaller leaves excellent hats of a 
high grade are fashioned, but few of 
which reach this cotnry. From some | 
localities ripened nuts are exported 
in bulk in the holds of ships, often as| 
ballast, to this country, where a few, 
concerns are engaged in grating co- 
coanut meat for the use of confec- 
tioners and bakers, 

In the West Indies today a new use 
has been discovered for this article. 
Owing to the inability of these is- 
lands to obtain butter from either 
Denmark or, the Urtited States, local 
housewives are now making their 
own butter from cocoanuts, four nuts 
yielding a pound of high grade but- 
ter, at a cost of less than ten cents, 
as against sixty-five cents per pound 
for the imported article.—Leslie’s.

Get Ready the Machinery 


‘lime May Be Saved at Harvest By 
Being Prepared 


Time is money on the farm at har- 
vest time. Now is the time to repair 
the mowers, binders and rakes which 
will very shortly be required for ser- 
vice. All machines should be in- 
spected now and, if ayy parts are 
broken or missing, they should be ob- 
tained immediately. At is much bet- 
ter to secure what # neded now than 
to risk having to make a special trip 
to town during the busy season, thus 
causing a serious delay, and, possibly 
extending the harvesting of the hay 
or grain crop into wet weather. It is 
also an excellent plan to keep on hand 
a few extra pieces or parts which 
need frequent renewing, such as 
knife sections, canvas slats, reel slats 
and braces, rivets, etc. These are 
convenient to have and will often 
save time and annoyance. 

Clean out the oil gups and oil all 
running parts of the machinery a 
few days before it is to be used. This 
will allow the oil to penetrate to the 
beagings and permit the machine to 
quickly get into smooth running or- 
der. 

The knives should all be sharpened 
and in readiness. These things should 
be practically attended to this year. 
Help is scarce, production is needed, 
and if crops are to be saved with as 
little loss as possible good manage- 
ment must prevail. It is good busi- 
ness to be ready for the harvest sea- 
son. Do it now.—F.C.N.

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Preserving Eggs 


Valuable Advice Furnished by a 
Government Expert 


) 

? Eggs can be preserved in dry salt, 
lime. water or water glass. In order 
to secure satisfactory results eggs 
must be clean, but not washed, and 
absolutely fresh when put down, In 
preserving the object to be aimed at 
is to exclude air, so as to prevent eva- 
poration of the egg from outside 
sources. Where eggs are put down 
in salt they should be set on end and 
packing should be so done that all 
parts of each egg will be covered 
with salt. 

In preserving with water ‘glass ten 
per cent. of the water glass should 
be mixed with pure water and 
thouroughly stirred. Ten quarts of 
the mixture will cover fifteen to 
twenty dozen eggs. Any good, clean 
vessel can be used, but it is better 
to use one of wood, glass, or crock- 
ery than one of metal. A sweet, 
clean barrel is good, where fifty doz- 
en or more are to be preserved. 
clean, cool, sweet cellar is the best 
place to put the containing vessel. 
All eggs must be completely covered 
by the water glass as long as_ they 
are in storage. If some of the liquid 
evaporates add more water. A good 
lid or cover on the containing vessel 
will prevent evaporation. 

When water glass eggs are to be 
boiled stick a needle through the 
shell at the large end of the egg to 
prevent the shell from breaking. 

Mr. Frank T. Shutt of Ottawa Ex- 
perimental Farm says lime water is 
quite as effective as water glass and 
not so costly. One pound of fresh- 
burned quicklime is enough for five 

gallons of water. The method of 
preparation is simply to slack the 
lime with a small quantity of water, 
then stir the milk of lime so formed 
into the five gallons of water. After 
the mixture has been kept well stir- 
ted for a few hours it is allowed to 
settle, The supernatant liquid, which 
is now saturated lime water, is drawn 
off and poured over the eggs previ- 


ously placed in a crock or water- 
tight barrel. 

As exposure to the air tends to 
precipitate the lime (as carbonate), 


and thus weaken the solution, the 
vessel containing the eggs should be 
kept covered. The air may be ex- 
cluded by a covering of sweet oil or 
by sacking upon which a paste of 
| lime is spread.
